BEAUTY  IN  EARLY  SPRING 

Remember  last  April  how  you  wished  you  had  planted  at  least  a 
handful  of  bulbs  for  early  blooming? 

Now  is  the  time  to  fulfill  that  wish.  Early  spring  blooming  bulbs 
must  be  planted  in  the  fall;  they  cannot  be  planted  in  the  spring. 
So,  to  make  sure  that  your  garden  can  boast  spring  bouquets  of 
bloom,  order  your  bulbs  now  and  set  them  out  promptly  upon 
arrival. 

Ordering  early  will  insure  a  complete  selection.  The  bulbs  will  be 
sent  at  the  proper  time  for  planting. 

We  offer  top  size  bulbs  only.  Smaller  bulbs  may  be  purchased  fcr 
less  money  but  they  do  not  have  the  vitality  to  produce  good  bloom. 


DARWIN  TULIPS 


Darwin  Tulips  are  the  most  popular  of  our  spring  bulbs.  This  is 
due  to  their  remarkable  brilliance  and  wide  range  of  color,  together 
with  the  ease  with  which  the  large,  tall  stemmed  flowers  are  grown. 

The  Darwin  Tulip  bulbs,  in  the  show  garden  at  the  Rose  Hill 
Nursery,  have  bloomed  delightfully  for  several  years. 

In  June  when  the  leaves  turn  yellow  and  dry  up  they  are  cut  off 
and  removed,  the  bulbs  being  allowed  to  remain  undisturbed  in  the 
ground.  Annuals  may  be  planted  in  the  same  space  for  summer 
bloom. 

Plant  five  inches  apart,  top  of  bulb  four  inches  below  surface.

COTTAGE  TULIPS 

Cottage,  or  May  Flowering  Tulips,  vary  greatly  in  form,  some 
being  oval,  others  with  long  slender  flowers  and  many  with  pointed 
petals  gracefully  reflexing  like  brightly  colored  lilies.  The  stems 
are  tall  and  stiff;  splendid  for  cutting. 

They  bloom  a  little  later  than  the  Darwin  and,  being  very  hardy, 
are  well  suited  for  borders.

John  Ruskin,  salmon  rose,  edged  lemon  yellow,  inside  deep 

rosy  lilac .  .  . .

Picotee  (Maiden’s  Blush),  long  clear  white  flowers  beauti¬ 
fully  penciled  on  edges  with  bright  pink,  pointed  petals 
delightfully  reflexed .

SINGLE  EARLY  TULIPS 

In  the  Single  Early  Tulip  class,  which  bloom  earliest  of  all  tulips, 
we  offer  Kaiserkroon  and  White  Swan  because  of  their  exceptional 
pre-eminence  in  this  class. 

Plant  same  as  Darwin  Tulips. 

Kaiserkroon,  an  exceptionally  large  flower  of  bright  scarlet 
crimson  edged  in  clear  rich  yellow.  We  heartily  recommend 

this  tulip  for  display  in  a  bed  by  itself  or  in  the  flower  border  14  80c  5.50 

White  Swan,  a  lovely  graceful  tulip  with  large  oval  pure 
white  flowers  on  long  curving  stems.  A  truly  delightful

PARROT  TULIPS 

Parrot  Tulips  are  very  striking  in  their  colorings.  The  artistic 
fringed  form  of  the  flower  is  most  interesting.

NARCISSI— DAFFODILS 

These  lovely  flowers  should  be  planted  in  clumps  in  the  shrub 
border  or  in  perennial  beds  where  they  may  naturalize  and  grow 
year  after  year.  They  are  beautiful  in  the  garden  or  as  cut  flowers. 

Plant  bulbs  a  foot  apart  with  top  of  bulb  four  inches  below  the 
surface.

No  home  grounds  should  be  without  at  least  a  few  of  these  delight¬ 
ful  flowers  which  come  into  bloom  so  early  in  spring  that  snow  is 
still  on  the  ground. 

Plant  top  of  bulbs  two  inches  below  the  surface  and  two  inches 
apart.

GALANTHUS  SNOWDROPS 

The  lovely  nodding  white  blooms  greet  one  before  frost  is  out  of 
the  ground. 

Planted  thickly,  in  the  shade  of  shrubs  or  under  trees  in  the  lawn 
they  are  delightful  and  will  last  indefinitely. 

Plant  bulbs  three  inches  apart  with  top  of  bulbs  two  inches  below 
the  surface.

They 
are  very  effective  in  the  shrub  or  flower  border  and  may  be  planted 
under  Pine  or  Fir  trees  where  few  other  plants  will  grow. 

Plant  top  of  bulb  three  inches  under  the  surface  and  three  inches 
apart.

Grape  Hyacinths  grow  about  five  inches  high  and  do  well  under 
trees  or  in  full  sun  in  the  border  or  rockery.  They  are  hardy  and 
may  be  left  undisturbed  for  years. 

Plant  top  of  bulbs  two  inches  below  the  surface  and  about  two 


inches  apart.

Once  established 
in  a  sunny  spot  they  will  grow  for  years.

Practically  all  kinds  of  Trees,  Shrubs,  Evergreens  and 
Perennials  may  be  safely  planted  in  the  fall,  ready  to  take 
advantage  of  the  first  warm  days  of  spring  in  starting  growth. 

Evergreens  may  be  planted  any  time  from  September  first  until 
the  ground  freezes. 

Shrubs  and  trees  can  be  safely  transplanted  after  a  few  heavy 
frosts  have  caused  the  leaves  to  shrivel. 

Hardy  garden  flowers  may  be  planted  from  the  middle  of  Septem¬ 
ber  on  to  freezing.
